FI.  BENNING,  GA.  (UPI)  - Lt.  William 
L.  Calley  Jr.  stood  sobbing  yesterday 
before  a military  jury  that  could  sentence 
him  to  death  and  said  he  would  not  “plead 
for  my  life  or  my  freedom,”  because  his 
only  crime  was  placing  the  lives  of  his 
^ troops  over  those  of  the  enemy  at  My  Lai. 

“Yesterday  you  stripped  me  of  all  my 
honor.  Please,  by  your  actions  today,  don’t 
strip  future  soldiers  of  their  honor,  please, 
I beg  of  you. 

“I’ve  never  known  a soldier,  nor  did  I 
ever  myself,  wantonly  kill  a human  being 
in  my  entire  life. 

“IF  I committed  a crime  it  was  because  I 
valued  my  troops’  lives  more  than  enemy 
troops.” 

The  27-year-old  defendant  was  convicted 
Monday  of  the  premeditated  murder  of  22 
Vietnamese  civilians  during  an  American 
infantry  sweep  through  My  Lai  on  March 
16,  1968.  He  was  also  found  guilty  of 
assault  with  intent  to  kill  a child. 

The  six-officer  jury  which  convicted  him 
now  must  set  his  sentence,  and  has  the 
choice  of  sending  him  to  the  gallows  or  to 
prison  for  life.  It  also  could  reduce  the 
charge,  but  there  was  no  indication  of  this.

CALLEY,  who  took  the  guilty  verdict 
Monday  without  flinching,  and  even 
managed  a weak  salute,  started  his 
three-minute  speech  to  the  jury  yesterday 
in  a steady  voice. 

Alter  a few  sentences,  however,  his  voice 
began  to  crack,  and  as  he  proceeded,  his 
stocky  5-foot-3  frame  was  wracked  with 
sobs  and  tears  rolled  down  his  cheeks. 

Still  he  stood,  facing  the  jury  with  a 
microphone  in  his  hand  and  trying  to 
convey  his  deepest  emotions. 


“I  AM  not  going  to  stand  here  and  plead 
for  my  life  or  my  freedom,  but  I would 
like  to  ask  you  to  consider  that  thousands 
more  lives  are  going  to  be  lost  in  Southeast 
Asia  and  in  hospitals  all  over  the  world  as 
amputees  from  enemy  action.” 

Capt.  Aubrey  M.  Daniel  III,  the 
prosecutor,  challenged  Galley’s  statement 
that  the  jury  had  stripped  the  defendant  of 
his  honor. 

“You  did  not  strip  him  of  his  honor,” 
Daniel  declared.  “What  he  did  stripped  him 
of  his  honor.” 

Daniel  urged  the  jury  to  return  a verdict 
which  is  “commensurate  with  your 
findings.”

In  times  of  trouble  like  the  present,  I 
am  thrilled  to  read  Bro.  Nibley's 
condemnation  of  the  film  "No 
Substitute  for  Victory.”  t believe,  as 
does  Bro.  Nibley,  that  the  gospel  gives 
us  "the  mandate  to  renounce  military 
action  . . This  is  not  a popular 
position  to  take,  especially  when  so 
many  have  been  propagandized  to 
believe  otherwise  (see  "The  Selling  of 
the  Pentagon”)  and  since  one  doing  so 
runs  the  risk,  in  these  times,  of  being 
called  a communist  sympathizer,  or 
worse.  To  what  Bro.  Nibley  has  said,  I 
should  like  to  add  the  following 
sentiments  of  Albert  Schweitzer, 
Albert  Einstein,  and  Harry  Emerson 
Fosdick: 

"We  must  substitute  the  power  of 
understanding  and  truth  that  is  really 
true,  for  propaganda;  a noble  kind  of 
patriotism  which  aims  at  ends  that  are 
worthy  of  mankind,  for  the  patriotism 
current  today;  a humanity  with  a 
common  civilization  for  idolized 
nationalisms,  a restored  faith  in  the 
civilized  state,  for  a society  which  lacks 
true  idealism  ...  a faith  in  the 
possibility  of  progress,  for  a mentality 
stripped  of  all  spirituality.  These  are 
our  tasks. 

“My  pacifism  is  an  instinctive 
feeling,  a feeling  that  possesses  me;  the 
thought  of  murdering  another  human 
being  is  abhorrent  to  me.  My  attitude 
is  not  the  result  of  an  intellectual 
theory  but  is  caused  by  a deep 
antipathy  to  every  kind  of  cruelty  and 
hatred . . (Albert  Schweitzer) 

"That  a man  can  take  pleasure  in 
marching  in  fours  to  the  strains  of  a 
band  is  enough  to  make  me  despise 
him.  He  has  only  been  given  his  big 
brain  by  mistake;  a backbone  was  all 
he  needed.

RENOUNCE  WAR? 


Editor: 

"Renounce”  is  indeed  a strong  word, 
especially  when  it  is  misused  in  regard 
to  war.  With  all  due  respect  to  Dr. 
Nibley,  I do  not  believe  that  we,  as 
Latter-day  Saints,  can  totally  renounce 
war.  As  Dr.  Nibley  said,  our  "full  time 
job  and  our  whole  assignment”  is  to 
"seek  diligently  to  advance  the  work  of 
salvation  for  the  living  and  the  dead." 
However,  it  is  not  possible  for  this 
work  to  be  accomplished  if  religious 
freedom  does  not  exist. 

The  purpose  of  teaching  Christ's 
gospel,  or  peace  as  Dr.  Nibley  prefers 
to  call  it,  is  to  bring  men  to  repentance 
that  their  hearts  might  be  changed. 
But,  all  men  have  free  agency  and  can 
choose  for  themselves  whether  or  not 
to  accept  Christ  and  experience  this 
change  of  heart.  The  unchanged  man, 
though,  is  by  nature  carnal,  sensual, 
and  devilish,  and  accordingly,  is  subject 
to  Satan  who  desires  with  all  his  might 
to  destroy  man  and  particularly  his 
freedom.  Satan  influences  the 
unchanged  man  to  be  prideful,  to  exalt 
himself  over  other  men  by  amassing, 
worldly  wealth  and  power  to  bring 
them  under  his  domination.  This  desire 
for  power  is  the  cause  of  all  offensive 
wars  that  took  place  throughout  the 
Book  of  Mormon.  (See  Alma  44:2.) 
Thus,  since  offensive  wars  are  a result 
of  the  Satanic  desire  for  power  and 
dominion,  and  since  because  of  their 
free  agency  some  men  will  not  accept 
Christ's  plan  for  redemption  and  peace 
but  will  remain  subject  to  the  devil, 
offensive  wars  conducted  for  the 
purpose  of  usurping  freedom  will 
continue  to  exist  until  the  earth  is 
cleansed  from  all  unrighteousness. 

But,  freedom,  especially  of  religion, 
is  necessary  for  the  advancement  of  the 
work  of  salvation.  It  would  be  highly 
unlikely  that  men  under  the  control  of 
Satan  would  allow  freedom  for  this 
work  to  continue,  since  Satan's  avowed 
purpose  is  to  destroy  the  work  of 
salvation.  (See  Alma  43:10.)  Thus,  if 
there  is  an  offensive  war  waged,  which 
by  definition  is  designed  to  take  away 
freedom,  it  is  our  duty  to  defend  our 
freedom  that  we  may  continue  to 
advance  the  work  of  salvation.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  we  are  commanded  by 
the  Lord  to  defend  our  freedom: 
"Nevertheless,  the  Nephites  were 
inspired  by  a better  cause,  for  they 
were  not  fighting  for  monarchy  nor 
power  but  they  were  fighting  for  their 
homes  and  their  liberties  ...  yes,  for 
their  rites  of  worship  and  their 
church  . . . for  the  Lord  had  said  unto 
them,  and  also  unto  their  fathers,  that: 
Inasmuch  as  ye  are  not  guilty  of  the 
first  .offense,  neither  the  second,  ye 
shall  not  suffer  yourselves  to  be  slain 
by  the  hands  of  your  enemies.  And 
again,  the  Lord  has  said  that:  Ye  shall 
defend  your  families  even  unto 
bloodshed.”  (See  Alma  43:45-47.)  In 
other  words,  war  is  not  only  justified 
but  necessary  only  when  in  defense  of 
freedom. 

I think  it  is  important  to  note  that  in 
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Dr.  Nibley's  examples  from  the  Book 
of  Mormon,  neither  of  the  wars 
discussed  were  righteous  because  they 
were  not  in  the  defense  of  freedom  and 
for  this  reason  came  under 
condemnation.  Mormon  resigned  his 
generalship  because  the  people  were 
wicked  and  desired  to  exalt  themselves 
over  the  Lamanites.  (See  Mormon 
3:9-11.)  As  for  the  Jaredites,  neither 
side  was  righteous,  but  each  was. trying 
to  gain  dominion  over  and  usurp  the 
freedom  of  the  other.  (See  Ether  8-1 1 .) 
As  such,  I do  not  think  it  is  fair  to  cite 
these  examples  of  the  condemnation  of 
unrighteous,  unjustified  war  to  provide 
a basis  for  a total  renunciation  of  all 
war,  including  that  which  is  in  the 
defense  of  freedom.  If  we  renounce  all 
war,  as  Dr.  Nibley  suggests,  and  allow 
ourselves  to  lose  our  freedom  through 
a lack  of  defense,  we  cannot  continue 
to  build  up  the  kingdom  of  God  and 
continue  the  'work  of  salvation  as  we 
are  commanded  to  do  . . . "This  is  not 
a protest  but  a timely  reminder”  of  our 
obligation  to  protect  our  precious  — 
and  precarious  — freedom.

Deem  argued  for  a six-man  jury,  with 
five  of  the  six  having  to  agree  to  return 
a verdict.  Questioned  on  this,  he  then 
conceded  that  in  a murder  case  the 


present  12-man  jury  and  unanimous 
verdict  would  be  necessary.  In  the 
study  of  argumentation  we  learn  that 
this  type  of  reasoning  is  "special 
pleading."  How  can  a six-man  jury 
with  five  of  the  six  agreeing  give  justice 
in  some  cases  and  not  in  others?  If 
justice  can  be  rendered  with  this  kind 
of  jury  in  some  cases  why  not  in  all? 
Or,  conversely,  if  a 12-man  jury  is 
needed  to  render  justice  to  the  murder 
suspect,  why  not  in  the  case  of  those 
charged  with  other  types  of  felonies?

US  jets  hit 
DMZ,  Reds 
shell  bases 

SAIGON  (UPI)  - Four  U.S.  Air 
Force  jets  attacked  artillery 
positions  in  the  North  Vietnamese 
part  of  the  so-called  Demilitarized 
Zone  yesterday  afternoon  a few 
hours  after  Communist  gunners 
shelled  two  American  bases  Just 
south  of  the  border  strip. 

U.S.  headquarters  said  there  was 
no  immediate  word  on  results  of 
the  DMZ  mission,  but  no  artillery 
attacks  against  U.S.  bases  were 
reported  in  the  first  hours 
following  it.  Intelligence  reports 
said  North  Vietnamese 
commanders  had  moved  long 
range  artillery  and  rockets  into 
the  area  in  the  past  month. 

Military  sources  said  the 
supersonic  Air  Force  jet 
fighter-bombers  attacked  at  least 
two  artillery  sites  in  the  DMZ. 
Although  the  brief  communique 
did  not  specify  the  exact  target 
locations,  military  sources  said  the 
guns  were  farther  south  than  any 
previously  reported  emplacements 
in  the  six-mile-wide  strip  which 
was  originally  established  as  a 
buffer  zone  between  North 
Vietnam  and  South  Vietnam. 

Headquarters  said  the 
Communist  guns,  some  with  a 
range  of  12  miles,  “were 
threatening  U.S.  and  South 
Vietnamese  personnel”  based  in 
South  Vietnam. 

“Our  commanders  have  always 
had  the  inherent  right  of 
self-defense  and  are  authorized  to 
take  protective  reaction  as 
necessary  to  save  American  lives,” 
a headquarters  spokesman  said. 

Military  sources  said  North 
Vietnamese  artillery  batteries  with 
protection  from  antiaircraft  crews 
had  shifted  sites  since  moving  into 
the  DMZ.  American  warplanes 
were  ordred  to  attack  gun  pits  last 
Sunday  but  pilots  returning  from 
the  mission  said  they  were  unable 
to  locate  them  and  did  not  fire  a 
single  shot.

Coach  Davis  in  his  younger  days 
was  an  outstanding  collegiate 
wrestler,  and  was  a member  of 
Oklahoma  State’s  nationally 
ranked  team  in  1956.  He  also  won 
All-America  honors  in  the 
167-pound  class. 

Born  in  Waldo,  Arkansas,  coach 
Davis  wandered  from  his  old 
stomping  grounds  into  the 
neighboring  state  of  Oklahoma  to 
fulfill  his  desire  to  become  a 
collegiate  wrestler.  While  at 
Oklahoma  State,  Davis  became  a 
wrestling  legend.  He  was  a 
participant  on  three  Oklahoma 
State  national  championship 


wrestling  teams  during  the  years 
of  1954-56. 

This  year  coach  Davis’s  team 
placed  14th  in  the  nation.  “I  was 
really  pleased  with  the  way  the 
kids  performed,  especially  Laron 
Hansen.  He  has  come  a long' way 
and  I’ll  be  couting  on  him  next 
year,”  coach  Davis  stated. 

Since  coach  Davis  has  been  at 
BYU  the  wrestling  program  has 
reached  national  recognition 
through  his  recruiting  efforts  and 
his  wrestling  philosophy  which 
goes  something  like  this:  “Coach 
to  win.  Build  up  points  while 
working  for  the  pin. 
Championship  wrestlers  are 
seldom  pinned  but  can  be 
out-scored  by  a clever  wrestler.”

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Rebels  claim  govt, 
retreat;  bomb  port 


NEW  DELHI  (UPI)  - East 
Pakistan’s  rebel  radio  claimed 
yesterday  the  province’s  so-called 
liberation  army  had  forced  some 
federal  Pakistani  troops  into 
retreat  and  quoted  reports  that 
the  entire  port  of  Chitagong  was 
in  danger  being  destroyed  by 
fire  because  of  bombings. 

Radio  Pakistan,  the  official 
voice  of  the  federal  government, 
admitted  there  was  trouble  in 
Chitagong,  but  said  the  situation 
was  being  brought  under  control 
and  that  complete  calm  prevailed 
elsewhere  in  the  breakaway 
province,  separated  from  the 
central  government  by  1,000 
miles  of  Indian  territory. 


Free  Bengal  Radio,  the  voice  of 
Sheikh  Mujibur  Rahman’s  rebel 
government,  said,  however,  that 
West  Pakistani  troops  were 
retreating  everywhere  in  rural 
areas  as  the  liberation  army 
advanced. 


The  broadcast  quoted  Maj.  Zia 
Rahman,  head  of  the  provisional 
government  who  also  invited  the 
world  at  large  to  visit  East 
Pakistan  to  see  that  his  forces 
control  most  of  the  territory. 


Another  Bengal  radio  broadcast 
said  the  provisionals  were  holding 
army  posts  at  Comilla  and  Jessore 
despite  raids  by  Pakistani  air  force 
F86  Sabre  jets. 


Nixon  changes 

Building  trades  regulated 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
President  Nixon  has  broken  with 
his  long-standing  belief  in  the 
sanctity  of  the  free  market 
process  to  impose  a tightly 
structured  “self  regulation”  on 
wages  in  the  building  trades. 

Administration  officials  insist, 
however,  they  have  no  plans  to 
follow  the  anti-inflation  action 
announced  Monday  with  similar 
controls  covering  other  industries. 

Construction  is  unique,  they 
said.  It  is  too  important  to  the 
economy,  too  fragmented  in  its 
traditional  collective  bargaining 
procedures,  too  prone  to  strikes 
and  unemployment  and,  most 
important,  too  inclined  to  higher 
wages  to  be  left  alone. 

The  President  issued  an 
Executive  Order  from  his 
California  White  House 


establishing  criteria  for  wage  boards. 


settlements  in  the  building  trades. 
The  formula  restricts  increases  to 
about  six  per  cent  a year  although 
slightly  higher  raises  would  be 
permitted  to  correct  inequities 
between  crafts  and  between 
geographic  areas. 

Nixon  called  the  program  “self 
regulation”  because  it  would  be 
administered  by  joint 
labor-management  boards 
established  for  each  craft. 
However,  the  boards’  authority 
apparently  would  be  restricted  to 
applying  the  formula  ordered  by 
the  government  and  to 
adjudicating  cases  covered  by  the 
relatively  rare  equity  provisions.

Russia  calls  for  nuclear 


ban,  disarmament  meetings 


MOSCOW  (UPI)  - The  Soviet 
Union  opened  its  24th 
Communist  Party  Congress 
yesterday  with  a new  peace 
offensive  calling  for  a world 
disarmament  conference  and  a 
series  of  meetings  of  the  atomic 
powers,  including  China,  to  ban 
nuclear  arms. 

The  plea  for  world  peace  was 
made  by  Party  General  Secretary 
Leonid  I.  Brezhnev  in  a six-hour 
keynote  speech  covering 
guidelines  for  domestic  foreign 
policy  in  the  next  five  years. 

He  offered  normal  and 
improved  relations  to  all  countries 
from  the  United  States  and  West 
Germany  to  Communist  China. 

But  the  peace  call  was 
accompanied  by  the  customary 
rhetorical  muscle-flexing: 

“Our  glorious  armed  forces  are 
prepared  to  repel  an  enemy  attack 
at  any  time  of  the  day  or  night 
from  any  quarter.  Any  possible 
aggressor  is  fully  aware  that  in  the 
event  of  attempting  a nuclear 
attack  on  our  country  he  will  be 
dealt  a devastating  counter-blow.” 

The  elegantly  tailored  Supreme 
Soviet  leader  was  addressing  his 
top  constituency— the  6,000 
congress  delegates  in  the 
Kremlin’s  Palace  of  Congresses. 

More  than  100  foreign 
delegations,  including  the  rulers  of 
most  Communist  countries,  were 
present. 

Brezhnev  laid  down  major  tasks 
of  foreign  policy  including: 

Political  settlement  of  the 
“hotbeds  of  war  of  Southeast  Asia 
and  the  Middle  East  on  the  basis 
of  respect  for  the  legitimate  rights 


of  all  the  states  and  peoples 
subject  to  aggression.” 

Detente  and  collective  security 
in  Europe  “proceeding  from  the 
final  recognition  of  the  territorial 
changes  that  occurred  as  a result 
of  the  second  World  War.”  NATO 
and  the  Warsaw  Pact  alliances  are 
to  be  dissolved.

After  that  the 
Gospel  has  been  the  center  of  my 
life.”  She  eagerly  related  incidents 
when  prayer  had  helped  her 
musical  career.  “There  were  times 
when  I could  actually  feel  the 
Lord  guiding  my  hands.  I was 
completely  calm,  and  I have  never 
played  better,”  she  smiled. 

Yoshie  made  her  debut  at  age 
thirteen  with  the  Osaka 
Philharmonic  Orchestra,  one  of 
Japan’s  major  concert 
organizations.  She  was  the  only 
young  person  to  be  so  honored 
during  the  200th  birthday 
celebration  of  Mozart,  and  in  a 
performance  of  one  of  his  piano 
concertos  she  played  her  own 
cadenza.  In  the  midst  of  a heavy 
schedule  of  subsequent  concert 
engagements  and  broadcast 
performances,  she  took  time  out 
for  several  building  fund  benefit 
concerts  for  LDS  chapels. 

In  1964  she  came  to  the  United 
States  to  study  at  the  prestigious 
Juilliard  School  of  Music  in  New 


York  City,  and  during  her  first 
year  she  won  the  International 
Bach  Competition  in  Washington, 
D.C.  The  world-wide  recognition 
attending  this  honor  brought 
several  performances  in  Europe 
and  the  United  States. 

When  asked  what  her  favorite 
music  was,  her  eyes  sparkled.  “I 
like  to  do  everything!  Whatever 
I’m  working  on  is  my  favorite  at 
the  time.  It  is  a challenge  to 
perform  each  one  differently 
according  to  the  wishes  of  the 
composer,  rather  than  in  the  same 
monotonous  style  as  some  pianists 
do.”  She  confided  that  she  does 
not  feel  akin  to  modern  music, 
and  most  of  her  repertoire  is  in 
the  Baroque,  Classic  and 
Romantic  periods. 

Her  intense  and  yet  flexibile 
performance  of  the  Chopin 
concerto  brought  warm  applause 
from  the  orchestra  members,  and 
belied  the  fact  that  this  would  be 
her  first  public  performance  of 
the  work.  “It  is  very  difficult 
technically  and  also  for 


interpretation,  so  1 really  have  to 
concentrate.  But  the  challenge 
makes  it  all  worth  it.”

“THE  POINT,”  NILSSON,  RCA  VICTOR  - An  incredibly  delightful 
album  has  been  released  to  match  the  skip  and  jump  in  the  air  these 
new  spring  days.  “The  Point,”  an  edited  sound  track  off  Nilsson’s 
90-minute  animated  movie  of  that  name,  has  a sound  that  penetrates 
the  air  like  the  lure  a carnival  on  a hot  summer’s  day  has  to  an 
eight-year-old.  Complete  with  comic  book  and  words,  the  album  is 
blessed  with  six  delicately  pure  songs,  a many-voiced  narration  by  the 
talented  Nilsson,  and  a story  line  that  is  a cross  between  the  simple 
qualities  in  “Sesame  Street”  and  the  deep  subtleties  of  “Gulliver’s 
Travels.”

“Without  Her.”  “The  Point,”  his  seventh  album,  should  earn  him 
recognition  and  reknown.  For  what  he  has  actually  done  is  give  to 
record  buyers  a picnic  of  air-fresh  fragrances,  alluring  flavors,  and 
charming  tunes.

DAVID  CROSBY,  “IF  I COULD  ONLY  REMEMBER  MY  NAME,” 
ATLANTIC  — It  hurts  to  have  someone  of  David  Crosby’s  calibre 
milking  the  nostalgic  cow  of  Crosby,  Stills,  and  Nash  for  profit.  But  this 
latest  solo  album  by  him  shows  just  that.  Though  it  may  feature  the 
best  performers  from  the  Airplane,  Quicksilver,  the  Dead,  and  Santana, 
it  isn’t  of  any  great  quality— in  fact,  it’s  as  wasted  as  Kantnor’s  “Blows 
Against  the  Empire,”  which  used  this  same  set  of  people.  True,  the 
CS&N  sound  is  there  and  may  put  you  to  sleep  with  the  same 
comfortable  feeling  of  harmony.  But  so  many  of  the  tunes  are  lifted  off 
those  albums.  And  too  much  of  this  album  hinges  on  the  somewhat 
weak  door  of  Crosfcy’s  guitar  and  lyrics.  “Cowboy  Movie,”  Crosby’s 
own  eight  minute  talk-song  fiction,  has  a story  and  deepness  that  would 
have  been  overwritten  on  a band  aid.
